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New Iranian constitution 
restricts political groups 


TEHRAN, April 28, (Agencies) — A draft of the 
pr op osed new Iranian constitution published 
Saturday called for the nationalization of banks and 
insurance companies, and gave the state the right to 
take over heavy mdnstry and agricultural concerns. 

The version, which appeared in the Tehran even- 
ing newspaper 1 * Kayhan,” ruled out leftist or right- 
ist opposition in the future 3 00-member parliament 
and said all political parties would have to accept 
^principles of Iran’s Islamic republic. 

The draft provided for the setting .up of a watch- 
dog bodyofMnjtahe&n (religious leaders); — to be 
called the M counc3. of die. guardians** — which 
would rule oa.the Islamic legality of all Jaws. . 

Tbe . zayiyspapCT said the daft was subjcct to. 
am endme nts by- th^ fiflufe. constituent assembly, 
which will have tiie task of drawing up a constitution 
to replace the monarchist one of 1907. 

Elections for tbe assembly were originally due to 
be held on June 1, but earlier this month were 
postponed indefinitely. 

The government has previously said that an offi- 
dajdraft constitution had been drawn up by a group 
of lawyers. 

The 88 articles leaked by *“ Kayhan” Saturday 
are. die. first detailed version of the text, although 
nffimk had already indicated the future constitu- 
tion wood provide far a -presidency with no prime 
nriah t ter and * singta-chamber parliam ent. But arti- 
cle 82 of the published version referred to a head of 
state and a bead of government as two separate 
offioes. 

Tbe draft proposed that all banks and insurance 
companies should be merged into a angle organiza- 
tion Tim by the government. It also gave parliament 
the ri ght tn patirwmHTg. any privately-owned heavy 
industries or agricultural concerns, if this was 
judged to be in the national interest 

The draft constitution guaranteed the freedom of 
the press and abolished censorship, but said subver- 
sive li te r at ur e would not be allowed and that news- 
papers would not have die right to publish anything 
“ w hich oflfe pded public decen cy or I s lam ic morals, 
mocked or insulted people or spread Ees. ” 

“ The affiflairon of all deputies will have to be to 
the nation and not to the left or to tbe right, ” said 
the text, which added that the deputies would also 
be required to swear by tbe holy Koran to defend 
** the holy and national revolution and the princi- 
ples of the Mamie republic. ” The parliament will 
serve a four-year term. 

AH laws approved by the future parliament will 
haw, to conform with the tenets of Islam. 

The 14 council of the guardians ” wiD have the 
task of supervising what partiament legislates and, 
should a disagreement arise within the council, any 


dispute will be referred to one of the top religious 
leaders of the time for final settlement 

As under the Shah's regime, the Zoroastrian and 
Jewish minorities will have one representative each 
in parliament, whereas tbe Christians (mostly 
Armenians) wiD have two. 

The constitutional text guarantees equal rights 
for men and women, free education, and the free- 
dom of trade unions. 

It outlaws martial law, torture, telephone tapping 
or the tampering of mail. 

Prime Minister Mehdi Bazargan, meanwhile, 
fold ethnic Arabs calling for local autonomy Satur- 
day that he basically favors more local conduct of 
government affairs, the prime minister’s office said. 

' 23ri'3izargan said the government would like, 
to see the provinces take care of a larger volume of 
their affairs and they should help the central gov- 
ernment realize this objective," a spokesman 
reported. 

The delegation of more than 20 Arab representa- 
tives from oil-rich Khuzestan province is calling for 
local oontrol of most government functions. 

The group recognizes central government 
resftons&ffrtyforfore^ affairs, defease, long-term 
economic planning but its members expressed a 
desire for more oil money to be used in Khuzestan. 

Group spokesman Faisal Ameri said Saturday 
that the panel had found Bazargan very sympathe- 
tic to their point of view. 

The central government has previously accepted 
the general idea of local autonomy. But it has 
strongly resisted guerrillas of ethnic groups that 
have challenged the central government. 

Government troops battled ethnic Kurdish guer- 
rillas in March and Turkoman tribesmen at the start 
of this month. 

Elsewhere Saturday, the Islamic revolutionary 
court in the central city of Isfahan executed police 
officer Sajjad Sajudi on charges of involvement in 
the arrests of 70 anti- Shah demonstrators and the 
killing of at least one protester, state radio said. 

He was the 161st person to be executed by 
revolutionary courts since February. 

The radio report said another policeman and a 
police lieutenant received jail forms. 

In Tehran, demonstrators marched in the streets 
to protest the disappearance of Imam Musa Sadr, a 
Lebanese religious leader, and the decision by right- 
ists to declare parts of south Lebanon, a separate 
state. 

Sadr, has been missing since last year following a 
visit to Libya. Libyan authorities daim they last saw 
him in Tripoli hoarding an airliner fra Rome, but 
Italian official s said he never arrived.

Carter expected 
‘ to do something 9 
for Palestinians 

CAIRO, April 28 (AP) — Herman Eilts, tbe United States 
ambassador to Cairo who has worked intimately with President 
Jimmy Carter on a Middle East peace settlement, says be is con- 
vinced the American leader “will do something" to solve tbe Palesti- 
nian problem. 

“At a private luncheon, President Carter told us: T feel commit- 
ted, personally towards the Palestinian cause. ..I want to do some- 
thing for the Palestinians,’ ’’Eflts said in an interview published 
Saturday by the M A1 Abram" newspaper. 

“I am convinced President Carter will achieve that aim. Judging 
from my position with him I can say be will do something on the baas 
of his ethical convictions and moral commitments” Eilts was quoted 
as saying. 

The Camp David agreements, a framework for Middle East peace 
negotiated by the United States, Egypt and Israel, provide for Pales- 
tinian autonomy in the West Bank and Gaza. But the Palestinians 
seek a state of their own. 

The U.S. ambassador, who is to leave the foreign service in June 
for a post as professor on the Middle East at Boston University was 
among the handful of aides who participated in the Q»*np David 
negotiations. 

Eflts, who became U r S. ambasadqr,fo Cairo 
intimately with two American pre si cfen fe; Gerald'^^^ and 
Carter, as well as two secretaries of state, Henry 
Vance on means of settling the 30 year old Middle East conflSSi- 

“1 feel now (after a framework for Middle East peace has been set 
and after the Egyptian-Israeii treaty ) that a chapter in the ffege 
of the Middle East has been closed,’' Eilts said. “I came to the Middle 
East as one of tbe first American experts on the region and I leave it 
to become a professor on Middle Eastern affairs.” 

Alfred Atherton, roving U.S. ambassador to the Middle East, who 
played a prominent role in the 16- month-long negotiations between 
Egypt and Israel that culminated in a peace pact, is widely expected 
to replace Eilts in Cairo. But no official announcement from the 
White House has been made on the issue.

Sadat again attacks

ISMAILIA, Egypt, April 28 
(Agencies) — President Anwar 
Sadat, in a scathing attack on his 
Arab critics, said here Saturday 
that Arab states who broke off 
relations with Egypt were “politi- 
cally adolescent,'' and “isolated 
from their peoples." 

In a meeting with local political 
leaders in this Suez Canal town, 
Sadat said: “The Arabs are trying 
to export their home troubles to us 
because they are shaken with fear 
at home." 

Sixteen Arab countries, includ- 
ing Egypt's two main financial 
backers Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, 
have severed diplomatic ties with 
Egypt in retaliation for its sepa- 
rate peace treaty with Israel.

During his Egyptian visit, 
Weizman met President Sadat and 
Egyptian Defense Minister Lt.- 
Gen. Kamal Hassan Ali, for the 
first working session of the joint 
military committee which will deal 
with Israels military withdrawal 
from Sinai.

Aburdene said he believes the 
i mpo rt ance of investment incomes 
is much underrated by interna- 
tional economists. The foreign 
assets of die countries under study 
have jumped from $9.7 billion to 
.over; $122 billion because of oil 
price hikes and increased produc- 
tion. 

“Their use of ofl revenues has 
been exceedingly cautious and 
conservative. They have not 
engaged in financial maneuvers to 
upset the economies of those 
nations where their ofl is sold and 
where their foods are invested,” 
the report said. 

“Nor have they bought the 
major companies in the world as 
was predimed in 1974. These 


Aburdene said “these -cautious 
investment policies’’ have been an 
underlying factor in the stability of 
U.S. dollar. 

“It must be kept in mind that 
whatever value tbe dollar retained 
on the international money 
exchange during the wave of dol- 
lar selling last September- 
October, it was due to the fact that 
oil producing countries, paxticaE 
ary Saudi Arabia, refused- to 
switch any substantial part of dol- 
lar investments to, say, Deutch- 
e marks or Japanese yens,” his 
report said. 

It added that the Saudis 
have gone to great lengths “to 
emphasize their desire to cooper- 
ate with the U.S. in order to 
strengthen the dollar." 

The bulk of the foreign assests 
consists of deposits with foreighiv 
banks, mainly in dollars, in the 
U.S. and Europe. A large portion 
of Saudi Arabia’s foreign assets' 
are invested in U.S. government 
obligations, notably treasury bills, 
bonds and notes. Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and Abu Dhabi have pur- 
chased top rated corporate bonds 
and notes.- Direct investment is 
very little. 

The report said Kuwaiti stakes 
in Britsih financial institutions, 
such as banks snd insurance com- 
panies are worth 70 million 
pounds sterling.

The government apparently 
attached great importance to this 
weekend’s celebrations to counter 
reports of insurgency and under- 
line its permanency. 

But with revenues declining by 
as much as 75 per cent, according 
to diplomats, workers were forced 
to contribute two daytf wages and 
traders were subjected to arbit- 
rary levies on their profits to pay 
for the festivities. 

In die latest mutiny about 130 


soldiers are believed to have been 
killed in fighting on the outskirts 
of Jaflabad, Afghanistan's second 
city, 120 kms east of Kabul. 

Reports circulating among dip- 
lomats said two Soviet advisers 
serving with the army were killed 
and 60 others were immediately 
evacuated to the capital. 

As many as 100 Russians were 
believed killed last month when 
army mutineers joined civilians 
and took over tbe western city of 
Herat Some diplomats say several 
thousand people may have been 
killed by the time die government 
retook the city five days later. 

Westerners also gave first-hand 
accounts of heavy fighting for a 
strategic town in eastern Kunar 
province bordering Pakistan and 
around the southern city of Kan- 
dahar. 

They supported the stories of 
heavy figfrfing which have been 
told by exiled Afghan dissidents in 
the Pakistan frontier town of 
Peshawar. 

The dissident groups daim to 
speak for tribesmen fighting to 
preserve their Islamic traditions 
agains t what they see as a threaT 
posed by the Soviet-backed gov- 
ernment in Kabul. 


Fighting, which broke out 
shortly after the regime seized 
power, appears to have intensified 
in recent weeks. But white the 
government appears to be increas- 
ingly jittery, diplomats generally 
agreed it faced no immediate 
danger. 

The government recently 
received new infusions of aims 
from the Soviet Union, they said, 
and the rebels have so far shown 
themselves unable to coordinate 
the outbreaks of fighting. 

Eyewitness reports suggest, 
however, that the government Is 
faced with the possibility of losing 
the mountainous but fertile pro- 
vince of Kunar. They said heavy 
fighting is raging for the town of 
(Tiaghii Serai, 190 kms east of 
Kabul which controls access to the 
province. 

Rebels have blown up the road 
leading from Jaflabad and they pot 
down a withering hail of fire on 
convoys of troop reinforcements. 

According to die exfled dissi- 
dents, rebels fight their way into 
the town under cover of darkness 
but retire at daybreak when the 
government sends in fight e r - 
bombers. 

They also daim government 


troops recently ordered residents 
from their homes and slaughtered 
about 350 of them. 

Chagha Serai is a town of about 
2,000 people living in smgle- 
storey houses but it is the center of 
economic life for about 8,000 
people on outlying villages. 

In nearby Jaflabad, two batta- 
lions of the seventh artillery 
brigade mutinied last Saturday 
when they were ordered to join 
the fi ghting 

Diplomats said battalion com- 
mander Maj. Mam Gul shot dead 
the governor and military com- 
mander of the province and led 
the troops in a night -time of pro- 
govenunent officers and members 
of the ruling Kfcalq Party. 

Government response was 
swift. A commando unit has flown 
in from Kabul within 90 minutes. 

Diplomats said the mutineers 
capitulated the following day. 

Fighting has also erupted in 
other scattered parts of tte coun- 
try. Tribesmen, angered by the 
government’s leftwing measures 
and erosion of thefe conservative 
way of life, briefly held the town of 
Mozare Sbariff, near the border 
with die Soviet Union. 


MOSCOW, April 2$ (R) — 
Fr anca and the Soviet Union 
Saturday signed a wide-ranging 
document pledging to develop 
East- West detente, but remained 
divided on disarmament, a crucial 
issue in talks this week. 

President Leonid Brezhnev and 
President Valery Giscard cTEsta- 
ing signed an eight-page docu- 
ment entitled “ program of 
development of cooperati o n bet- 
ween France and the Soviet Union 
in the interest of detente and 
peace. ” 

The signing ceremony, in Vla- 
dimir Hall of the Kremlin, fol- 
lowed a three-day official visit 
here by tiie French president. 

The Frenrii were the main 
Western supp o rters of moves to 
promote East- West detente in tbe 
early 1970s* but they have not yet 
«agreed on bow to promote disar- 
mament. 

Saturday’s document said both 
countries agreed there existed 
grounds for consultations to limit 
the arms race “ so as to under- 
stand better their respective posi- 
tions and bring them closer 
together.” 

The Soviet Union has proposed 
that all nodear powers should join 
the Strategic Aims limit ation 
Talks (SALT), currently limited 
to the United States and the Soviet ■ 
Union. But France has rejected 
this call, saying that it wants to 
retain completely independent 
control of its nuclear force. 

At the same time, the French 
government has called for a Euro* ' 
pean con fere nce on limiting con- 
ventional arms. 

In a written state m ent for tbe 
press, Brezhnev said of the 
Franco-Soviet talks: H Of course, 
we did not have identical views on 
ofl the questions discussed. But 


both sides obviously did not 
expect this. 

' 11 On most of the issues discus- 
sed, a large degree of mutual 
understanding was aduevedv ” 
The document on detente also 
said that France and the Soviet 
Union would cooperate in the 
international arena to reinforce 
“ peace, consolidate detente and 
eliminate areas of tension ” 

On East- West detente, it said 
the two countries considered h 
“ the only way at present which 
would ensure peace and good rela- 
tions between^ tales, understand- 
ing and cooperation. ” 

Soviet spokesman Leonid 
Zamyatin told a press conference 
flat Brezhnev had spoken of a 
desire for the 35 signatories of the 
1975 European security accord to 
promise 14 not to be the firet to use 
nuclear or conventional aims. ” 
The Soviet Union presented no 
threat to them, he added. 

“ We do not need a single inch 
of territory. ” Zamyatin quoted 
Brezhnev as saying. 

Among other documents signed 
was a long-term program to 


develop the two .countries’ 
economic relatio n s. 

; Hie program is designed to 
cover the years 1 980-1 990 — over 
the next two Soviet economic 
five-year plans." 

It said France and the Soviet 
Union would cooperate in agricul- 
ture, industry, trade and trans- 
port. 

The program added that the two 
countries would coopera te in 
efforts to find raw energy sources 
and means. 

While the trade agreement 
covered eight pages, it did not 
mention any specific projects. 

Branch officials said these were- 
included ia annexes to the agree- 
ment, which were not made 
public.

the future of the AOI is being 
reviewed in the light of the peace 
treaty, and all the founder ment- 
bezs would have to decide what 
should happen. The decision 
should “best serve the interests of 
the Arab world.” 

The AOI was set up in 1975 to 
help Egypt diversify its sources of 
arms after 20 years of complete 
dependence on the Soviet Union. 
The initial capital was $1.04 bil- 
lion, with the Gulf states putting 
up foe money and Egypt the man- 
power.

(Agencies) — Nonaligned states 
in the Security Council Friday 
night sought to ensure that the 
U.N. economic embargo against 
Rhodesia is not lifted following 
last week's election of the coun- 
try’s first black majority govern- 
ment. 

A resolution that would have 
the 15-nation council reaffirm 
that the elections and their results 
were null and void was drafted 

by Bangladesh, Bolivia, Gabon.

Danish firm vows equality 
for employees in S. Africa 


COPENHAGEN, April 28 
(AP) — The East Asiatic Co., 
Denmark’s largest shipping, trad- 
ing and manufacturing group, 
hopes to have fully implemented 
equal pay for equal work, for its 
2,600 employees in South Africa 
within the next 5-7 years. 

But a report to the economic- 
political department of the foreign 
ministry held out little hope for 
any early or major change in the 
existing racial employment pat- 
tern with whites dominating in the 
monthly-paid white collar posi- 
tions. 

The company stated categori- 
cally that the pay for any given job 
is the same regardless of race. It 
realized, however, that with virtu- 
ally all black workers falling into 
the weekly- and lower-paid 
category there is still a gap to be 
closed. 

But it stressed its endeavors to 
close that gap — ultimately' offer- 
ing the same pay for the same 
work regardless of weekly or 
monthly payment — by 1984-86. 

The East Asiatic, which emp- 
loys more than 32,000 globally 
and last year posted a global $ 3 .5 
billion turnover, submitted its 
report on its employment prac- 
tices in South Africa in com- 
pliance with the European Com- 
mon Market code of conduct for 
foreign enterprises in the apar- 
theid state. 

The company, which came 
under heavy fire here five years 
ago for its South African opera- 
tions, emphasized its belief that 
South Africa “ needs, above all, 
jobs for its population. ” 

For this reason the company’s 
South African enterprises — of 
which the largest are the Natal Oil 
and Soap Industries of Durban 
and the New Scotland Forest Pro- 
ducts in Transvaal — are also 


renouncing on mechanization 
although a shift to less labor inten- 
sive production would be “ rela- 
tively easy”. 

“ Until such time when alterna- 
tive work opportunities are avail- 
able we cannot in all conscious- 
ness be responsible for causing 
large-scale unemployment 
through mechanization, ” the 
report said.

Hanoi calls it ‘ arrogant ’ 


Chinese peace plan spurned 


BANGKOK, April 28 (Agen- 
cies) — Vietnam Saturday 
rejected China's proposals for 
restoring normal relations bet- 
ween the two communist neigh- 
bors, describing them as arrogant 
demands that no nation with self- 
respect could accept. 

Radio Hanoi called the Chinese 
proposals, presented at peace 
talks in Hanoi this week, a 
demand that Vietnam renounce 
her policy of independence and 
sovereignty. 


The broadcast indicated that 
Hanoi would refuse to withdraw 
its troops from neighboring Laos 
and Cambodia, would stick by its 
claims to disputed islands in the 
South China Sea and would not 


discuss with Peking Vietnam's 
friendship treaty with the Soviet 
Union. 

“The arrogant attitude of the 
Chinese side in the negotiations 
proves they do not want to settle 
the dispute by peaceful means. 

“What China wants to do is to 
go on with its hostile policy and 
use the negotiations to gain what 
more than 500,000 Chinese 
troops failed to do — that is, to 
force Vietnam to act at China's 
back and call," the official radio 
said in a commentary. 

On Friday China, defending i,s 
peace proposals to Vietnam, had 
accused the Vietnamese of seek- 
ing to dominate Southeast Asia in 
collaboration with the Soviet 
Union.

Stricken atom plant 
poses no new threat 


HARRISBURG, April 28 
(AF) — The Three Mile Island 
nuclear reactor is in what U.S. 
officials described as the equival- 
ent of cold shutdown — even 
though the reactor core tempera- 
ture remains above 212 degrees. 

Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion officials said a switch was 
flicked Friday to turn off a 9,000- 
horaepower motor that for the 
past month had forced cooling 
water through the reactor’s dis- 
abled core. 

A nature! circulation of water is 
expected to keep the cove at a 
temperature low enough for 
repairs to continue. 

“They turned off the pump at 
2:08 pjn. and the reactor is now 
on natural circulation. The control 
room said everything is going 
smoothly” said NRC spokesman 
Karl Abraham. 

During the maneuver, there was 
“a puff" or sudden increase of 
radioactive xenon gas within the 
turbine building, but checks 
allowed the levels were low, said 
Victor Stello, NRC operations 
duel 

The xenon release was followed 
by a slight increase in radiation 
levels measured from a helicopter 
directly above the plant, Stello 
said. The level jumped from a 
normal background level of .02 
mMrem per hour to a level of .04 
TnilBre m per hour. 

A dental x-ray exposes a 


patient tb 20 millixems and offi- 
cials consider 100 miQiremsa year 
a normal background exposure. 
However, there was no measur- 
able release of radioactive iodine 
— a possibility which officials 
have feared. 

The release apparently came 
from a leak in one of foe water 
loops leading to a steam 1 
generator. 

“There was no substantial 
change. Respirators were pro- 
vided to people in the control 
room. I put one on. It got too hot 
and I took it off," said Stello, who 
supervised the operation. 

The move had been scheduled 
for next Wednesday. It came 
sooner than expected because of 
tile failure earlier Friday of an 
instrument that is supposed to 
.show the level of water inside tike 
reactor’s pressurize r, which keeps 
water from boiling in the core. 

The malfunction of a similar 
instrument at the plant near here 
on March 28 was one of several 
factors that led to the worst nuc- 
lear power plant accident in U.S. 
history. 

Stello said he avoids using the 
term “cold shutdown” because he 
doesn’t want to give the impres- 
sion that the core is completely 
cold. He said the core temperature 
is still above the boiling point of 
unpressurized water. 

Cold shutdown is the point at 
which the reactor no longer poses 
any risk of going out of control.

Texas sniper fires on parade, 
leaving two dead, 44 wounded 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, April 
28 (AP) — A rifleman firing from 
a mobile home into a huge crowd 
at a downtown parade Friday kil- 
led two women and wounded at 
least 44 other people, police said. 
The sniper was found dead in the 
trailer after a half-hour exchange 
of gunfire with police. 

TTie sniper was mdentified as 
Ira Attebury, 65, by Police Inspec- 
tor Marion Talbert, who said 
Attebury had an arsenal of 
weapons and “enough ammuni- 
tion to start a war. ” 

“ It is obvious he came to the 
parade with the plan designed to 
do what he did," said Police Chief 
Emil Pieters. 

Peters said 4,000 to 5,000 peo- 
ple were within range of the gun- 
man when the firing began about 1 
p.m. 

One witness, Judy Gutierrez, 
told police she heard the man at 
one point yell, “ Traitors! 
Traitors! Traitors! ” before shoot- 


ing and wounding a police officer. 

The wounded — six policemen 
and 38 civilians — were taken to 
five city hospitals. Authorities said 
most of the wounds were superfi- 
cial. 

Tom Mueller, an exchange stu- 
dent from Dnsseldorf was on a 
parade float with eight other 
teen-agers when a policeman 


standing “ not three yards away" 
was shot in the leg. 

“ We all laid down. At first 
there was no panic. I heard the 
bullets whistling over my head," 
said Mueller, 18. “ It was just 
horrible. You can’t just imagine 
what it was like. Oh, my god, it was 
horrible. ”

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HELPING LEBANON 


Speaker of Lebanon's parliament, Mr. Kamel Asaad, has 
told the U.N. peace force in southern Lebanon to fight or go 
home — although he put it in slightly more diplomatic terms. 
Mr. Asaad wants the force to take over rightist positions in 
southern Lebanon to help die government reassert its long 
lost control over that strategic and vital part of the country. 

Regaining such control is a commendable aim, but it is 
the duty of the Lebanese government — not of the U.N. force 
— to spearhead any effort towards regaining its authority. Mr. 
Asaacfs demands are, unfortunately, consistent with the 
attitude the Lebanese government has taken since the out- 
break of the chdl war in 1975, where Lebanon's friends are 
expected to fight its battles for it. The Lebanese government, 
and any Lebanese who subscribes to the official line, have had 
several rude awakenings that would lead us to expect, and 
maybe hope for a real change in that concept. But it is not so. 

Why should a Norwegian, a Frenchman, an Irishman, or 
anyone else for that matter, put his life on the line to do what 
the Lebanese army does not, or is not allowed to do. Lebanon 
now boasts an army of 18,000 men which slightly exceeds the 
pre- civil war level, but we hope that the reconstructed army 
will be put to more useful tasks than military parades. The 
Syrian president has rightly pointed out that the Lebanese 
army, as a fighting force, is capable of extending the state’s 
authority to the southern region. Granted, the operation 
would not likely be a picnic, and there is a real risk of a direct 
clash with tbe Israelis, but that is a chance that must be taken if 
Lebanon is to standon its own feet again. The militias and die 
score of armed gangs roaming the south, while potent, are not 
formidable except in the minds of the weak. And Israel will 
find it almost an impossible task justifying any action it might 
take against a national army enforcing law and order on its 
own territory. 

But only then, when the Lebanese government decides to 
fight its battle, can Mr. Asaad expect the U-N. force to help 
out. 

Friends of Lebanon are alarmed at the attitude of resig- 
nation taken by the country’s leadership. These friends have 
offered to help and will honor their commitments, but that can 
only be when the country takes the first effective and tangible 
steps to pull itself out of its predicament, and when its leaders 
show courage and willingness to make the sacrifice required 
for the task.

Arms race in the 
Indian subcontinent

NEW DELHI - 

Tbe Indian subcontinent, once relatively free of conflict and 
superpower maneuvering, has suddenly found itself surrounded by 
turmoil, and the resulting tensions seem certain to accelerate mffitaiy 
spending by the area's two principal countries, India and Pakistan. 

South Asia has been touched by revolution in Iran, uncertainty 
in Pakistan and instability in Afghanistan. The region’s biggest coun- 
try, India, has been unnerved by China's punitive strike at Vietnam 
and by a growing awareness in the past few months of what appears to 
be an all-out effort by Pakistan to develop a nuclear bomb. 

The recent appearance of U.S. and Soviet aircraft carriers in the 
Indian Ocean has injected still another element of uncertainty into 
the area. 

All this has developed as India and Pakistan have embarked on 
long-planned weapcfns procurement programs to replace outdated, 
deteriorating hardware. Indications are growing that recent events 
could reshape both the pace and size of these programs. 

Citing events in Afghanistan, Pakistan, Iran and the Indian 
Ocean, Indian Defense Minster Jagjivan Ram recently told his 
country’s parliament, “in our defense preparedness, all these 
developments have to be taken into consideration.” 

A senior Indian Defense Ministry official said that “some 
increases are bound to take place” in programs to refurbish the army, 
navy and air force. He refused to elaborate. 

“The hawks (in the Indian government) are gaining strength 
from virtually every major event in recent months, 1 ” said K.N. 
Ramachan dran, a research associate at the Institute for Defense 
Studies and Analyses in New Delhi 

India hopes to begin taking delivery in midsummer of the first of 
an estimated 160 British Jaguar deep-strike aircraft that can be 
armed with a wide range of missiles, bombs and other weapons. 

Tbe Jaguars, which wffl replace India’s Korean war era Can- 
berra and Hunter strike craft, will cost an estimated $1.9 billion over 
the next six to seven years. Their acquisition is typical of the govern- 
ment’s strategy — to increase efficiency and firepower without 
adding manpower. 

The air force is also evaluating Soviet, Canadian, Italian and 
British medium-range transports to replace its Fairehild C-U 9s and 
Douglas DC- 3s, many of which have been in service since India 
became independent in 1947. 

With its g real distances and remote borders — some of them 
disputed by China — India looks on the rejuvenation of its air 
transport arm as a prime strategic goal. 

To re-equip the army and expand the role of the small navy 
involves billions of dollars. 

The army is looking at Soviet, British and West German tanks 
with an eye to replacing its aging Vijayanta model by the mid- 1 980s. 

“Considering moves in China and Pakistan, we most look for a 
new-generation tank,” a defense ministry official said. 

While the Indian government will not say how many tanks might 
be involved, military observers estimate that the cost could exceedSl 
billion 

“They will be needing between 2,000 and 3,000-tanks over the 
next IS to 20 years,” an independent analyst said. 

India has purchased some Soviet T-S5 tanks to meet its immedi- 
ate requirements. 

To protect its new offshore oil fields and other possible undersea 
resources, India plans to expand the role of its navy from little more 
than a glorified coast guard to a full-scale blue-water navy. 

India's single aircraft carrier will be refitted and its 19505- 
generation British- built jet fighters will be supplemented with a 
squadron of Britain's latest, the Harrier jump jets that can take off 
and land vertically. 

The country's submarine fleet will be upgraded by replacing its 
eight Soviet Foxtrot models with an estimated 20 Western-designed 
anti-submarine submarines. 

In virtually all of its major purchases, India hopes to negotiate 
licensing agreements with suppliers that will permit a gradual shift to 
domestic production of the equipment. 

Of all the events in recent months exerting pressure fof \A, 
increased Indian defense spending, none has had greater impact than ' ' 
the Chinese incursion into Vietnam. The strike revived bitter 
memories of 1962, when China crushed the Indian army after a 
long-simmering border dispute. 

Already troubled by Pakistan’s instability in the wake of former 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto's execution, Indian leaders have 
been shocked by reports of Pakistan’s progress toward development 
of a nuclear bomb. Public fears have also been whipped up by 
newspaper editorials on the bomb. 

Still, few independent observers fear an immediate nuclear arms 
race to the subcontinent Pakistan is by most estimates some time 
away from developing a nuclear bomb, and India’s Prime Minister 
Morarji Desax has firmly rejected any escalation of India's nuclear 
program. 

Nonetheless, the disclosure of Pakistan's progress in the nuclear 
field has injected a new factor into the military balance between the 
two countries. 

“It is bound to spill over the balance of conventional weapons,” 
one analyst said. 

It also raises Pakistan’ s stock throughout an Islamic world pain- 
fully aware of its lag in nuclear technology. 

Many observers feel that Pakistan will offer to share its progress 
in the nuclear field — together with its overall position as one of the 
Muslim world’s most technologically advanced nations — with its 
wealthy Islamic allies in return for money to buy the weapons it wants 
from the West. 

Pakistan’s military shopping list is more modest than India's, yet 
it is substantial for a country with a per-capxta income of aboutSl 35 a 
year. 

In recent years, China has provided much of Pakistan's military 
underpinning, but Pakistan is currently looking for more sophisti- 
cated weapons, available only in the West, in order to keep up with

P aldsran has already signed an agreement with France, worth an 
estimated $360 milli on, for 32 Mirage- 5 fighters over a 36-month 
period beginning in early 1 981 .

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Palestinian power : Another approach

British television viewers have recently had the chance to see a 
remarkable three-pan documentary on the life of Martin Luther 
King, the champion of the American blacks in their fight to achieve 
social and political equality in the United States. It was a moving 
story, which was dramatized but not sentimentalized in this most 
effective production, and ft makes the viewer wonder whether there 
were not some lessons to be drawn from it which might be relevant 
for the Palestinians in their not dissimilar struggle to assert their 
rights. • 

Of course there are grear differences between the situation of 
the American blacks in the 1960s and that of the Palestinians today. 
Tbe most obvious difference (a part from those of cultural and 
historical background) is that the American blacks were fighting 
against the prejudice and illiberalism of a section of their own com- 
patriots, wi thin the framework of a country and a society of which 
their membership was not challenged, whereas the Pales tinians have 
to face an enemy which denies even their right to independent 
citizenship in their own bomelend. But in a wider sense, ft seems that 
the similarities are more important than the differences; certainly 
they are striking enough to make it worth while comparing the two, in 
order to see whether the methods which brought success to one might 
not prove equally effective for the other. 

In 1954, in a crucial decision, the American Supreme Coart 
ruled that segregation of white and black children in American public 
schools was unconstitutional and must be stopped. Tbe decision 
stirred the national conscience and set in train a great process of 
'equalization between the two communities. With the principle of 
equality recognized by die highest legal authority in the land, it 
seemed only a matter of time before the blacks would be free to enjoy 
equal rights in every other field as well. But the blacks soon found 
that this did not follow, that on the contrary a defeat for the principle 
of discrimination only provoked its champions into more determined 
and even desperate action to maintain ft wherever they could. It was a 
great victory to get the prindple of black equality established; but the 
blacks still found themselves cheated of the fruits of that victory, in 
the shape of practical results. 

The Palestinians were to have a very similar experience 20 years 
later. In 1974, after the PLO had been accepted by the Arab gov- 
ernments as the sole legitimate representative of the Palestinian 
people, and when its chairman, Yasser Arafat was invited to address 
the General Assembly of the United Nations, it seemed as though the 
battle was as good as won. Tbe principle of the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinians bad been established; now it remained only to pnt the 
prindple into practice. But there the Palestinians found their way 
blocked, as the blacks in the United States had done, by the forces of 
prejudice and reaction — and these forces became more energetic 
and determined as they saw their position threatened. Just as the 
white racists in the U.S. had resorted to every sort of strategem to 
preserve their privileged position, so the Israelis intensified their 
activities in the occupied territories, confiscating more land and 
es tabli s hin g more Jewish settlements, as though challenging the 
Palestinians to try to recover by force what the processes of interna- 
tional law had proved powerless to preserve for them. 

For the Palestinians, as for the American blacks before them, 
the pressure to tty to complete their victory by violence was almost 
overwhelming. In principle, world opinion as a whole supported the 
Palestinians, just as American opinion as a whole had supported the 
blacks. But in practice, the support of public opinion was not enough 
to win them the exercise of their legitimate rights. What were they to 
do? 

That is where the example of Martin Luther King is of interest. 
He was elected as the leader of the black liberation movement when 
tbe impatience and frustration of tbe black community were at their 
highest. He had only to give the word and be could have unleashed a 
tremendous wave of resentful violence, which would certainly have 
done a great deal of harm to the white community in the U.S. — 


though whether ft would have advanced the cause of the blacks is by 
no means certain. But King chose instead a course which aroused 
much controversy within tbs black movement; the course of non- 
violence. This was not in any way to be confused with a passive policy 
of inaction. On the contrary, he urged and begged and finally per- 
suaded his colleagues in the movement to be active in opposing the 
tactics of the white racists — but to do so by every means short of 
violence; and be trained them to endure all the harsh consequences 
that were likely to follow, in the shape of persecution and mob 
violence. 

Above all, be set the example himself by insisting always in gomg 
in person wherever tbe dangers were greatest, by leading demonstra- 
tions in those cities of the American South which were the surviving 
strongholds of discrimination, by oxgacizxng strikes ami facing h os tile 
mobs and risking arrest and imprisonment at the hands of comipt 
local administrations and police forces. The strikes crippled the 
stores and restaurants and bus companies which practised discrimi- 
nation against black customers, and so many demonstrators were 
arrested that the authorities had nowhere to pnt the prisoners; and 
the fact that ft was the authorities and not the strikers or the demons- 
trators who resorted to violence gave King and his black colleagues 
an incontestable moral advantage, which in the end helped to bring 
them victory. 

There were three main elements in their success. Firat, the dear 
and unequivocal nature of the objective they set themselves; equal 
rights and an end to all forms of discrimination. Second,thc quality of 
their leadership; King established a dear moral ascendancy within 
the movement and refused to admit any compromise with the princi- 
ple of non-violence. Third, the willingness of his followers to make 
every necessary sacrifice, both personal and material, to achieve theft 
goal. The sacrifices were heavy — heaviest of all, of course, for 
Martin Luther King, who eventually paid with his own life — fart it 
was those sacrifices, and the willingness of thousands of indrvidnals to 
risk hardship and unemployment as well as various forms of 31- 
treatment, that ultimately won for tbe movement the grudging 
respect even of its opponents and gave ft victory. 

Is there a message here for the Palestinians? Or are their condi- 
tions and problems too different from those of the people whom 
Martin Luther King, with his policy of non-violence, led to victory 
over white racists in America? There is one weapon which the binds 
used to good effect and which is also available to the Pal estinians: tbe 
weapon of the general strike. It was the general strike in Iran last 
December which — especially when it was extended to tire oilfields 
— finally brought down the government of the Shah, Yet every day 
70,000 workers from the occupied territories go to work in Israel, 
where the budding trade in particular is now largely dependent on 
Palestinian labor. (It is especially bewildering to the outsider that 
most of the Israeli settlements on the West Bank, and all the housing 
developments in East Jerusalem, have been buflt by Palestinians.) K 
those 70,000 Palestinian workers went on strike, and if every Palesti- 
nian refused to buy Israeli goods or to work in Israeli factories or 
offices or private houses, or to cooperate in any way with the occupa- 
tion regime, some sacrifices and even hardship would be involved for 
the Palestinians themselves — but they would add greatly to IsraeTs 
already severe economic difficulties and bring home to every Israeli 
the strength of their determination to recover their rights and their 
independence. And they would achieve this without breaking the law 
or incurring the odium of using violence to achieve their ends. 

Could such a strike be successfully organized? There is hardly 
any reason not to.lt would require thorough ptanningand coordina- 
tion and the collection of funds to provide assistance (and perhaps 
alternative employment) for those Palestinians who withdrew their ' 
labor from Israeli employers. Properly organized, such an initiative 
would have a very positive effect on Israeli opinion. And it would 
show the outside world that the Palestinians have the leadership and 
the organization and the. will to make sacrifices without which no 
liberation movement will easily succeed. 
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ft will discover that the Zionists 
are the real Nazis who should be 
punished.

rights there? If Carter believes 
that human rights are indivisible, 
why does he align himseLf with the 
Israelis against the Palestinians 
and why did he allow himself to 
ignore Palestinian human rights at 
Camp David and permitted the 
Zionists to flout them. Carter 
should remember that human 
rights are universal and are not 
confined to Jewish victims of Nazi 
crimes’' 

According to “AJ-ROad” there 
may soon be another peace initia- 
tive in the region “now that the 
separate peace treaty 1 between 
Egypt and Israel has failed to 
bring about a peaceful settle- 
menf'. 

“Besides, tbe rising tempo of 
Palestinian resistance and tbe con- 
tinued turmoil in Lebanon have 
persuaded many observers that 
peace is not near. The indications 
are that the European powers 
intend to launch another initiative 
calling for a conference of all par- 
ties. Europe has made its position 


clear that there can be no lasting 
peace without Palestinian 
involvement. Europe has a stake 
in peace in the region on account 
of its huge interests in the Arab 
world. There is talk of another 
initiative by the United Nations 
calling for a conference of all the 
parties concerned. Some say that 
the U.S. is behind this proposal 
although ft stilJ strives for more- 
separate treaties similar to the 
Egyptian Israeli one. 

Discussing Prince Sultan's 
extenave tour of army camps and 
troops in the country, “Al- 
Madina” said that the Prince 
“constantly reminds the men in 
the field of their responsibilities, 
foremost of which is Jihad.

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Transition for Jeddah’s silver souks

JEDDAH — In Bab Shareef, a 
market area on the southeastern 
hinge of the old center of Jeddah, 
scores of craftsmen are hammer- 
ing out tin belts, necklaces, pen- 
dants and bracelets of Arabian 
. silver jewellery. Their easterners 
in this market place called the 
Yemeni souk are Hajjis, Bedouin, 
or a broad cross section of the 
many foreigners resident in the 
city. They seek silver for its price 
or for its adberanoe to cultural 
roots reaching back to a time 
before the fixture uprooted much 
of the rest of the city. 

A short distance away, a hand- 
ful of sflversmhhs ding to the 
shrinking perimeter of the Turkish 
Quarter, watching as their neigh- 
bors in the Bab Mecca souk bare 
turned their market stalls into glit- 
tering displays of gold. The sound 
of autemotde boms fills the air. 

Office towers converge in the 
skyline. The customers are 
effewrfi, dressed and scented in 
vogue fashion. The gold gleams 
beneath glass, asfresh and dean as 
a newly- minted SRI 00 note. 

In the last three or four years, 
the precious craft of fashioning 
Arabian silver has undergone a 
transition in. Jeddah. The shop- 
keepers of. Bab Mecca have wit- 
nessed a general disappearance of 
silver, and with it, a tradition that 
defined a way of life. 

An even older tradition is at 
woik here, however — the tradi- 
tion of the market {dace, the souk, 
tteMiddle Eastern bazaar. Silver 
has not disappeared. It has merely 
moved, displaced by affluence in 
one part of the souk only to regain 
strengthin a separate place of less 
opulence. . 

Tilrtt other souks of the Arab 
world, Bab Mecca and Bab Sharif 
reflect the desire of shopkeepers 
to stay together within their crafts, 
as a guild that defines a neighbor- 
hood. One alley offers nothing but 
gold, another little besides silver. 
Where they are mixed, it is a sign 
of changing fortunes on the part of 
merchants and customers alike. 

“Here in ‘Souk ai-Youmna 1 - 
(Yemeni Souk), we preserve folk 
tradition by continuing to produce 
traditional stiver jewehy on order 
andhljy selling ’second-hand 
pieces,” a silver artisan explained. • 
He waved Us ptiers about in one 
hand while speaking. 

“Down this street there are 
perhaps one hundred craftsmen 
who work in silver. They will pro- 
duce gold work on demand, but 
silver is .more common.” The 
sflver busmefss is still very good in 
this part of town. . 

TV. character of the Yemeni 
Soukdiffers fitmrfeat of any other 
section of Jeddah’s market area. 
Its relatively quiet streets are Hned 
with one-story mid brick walls 
iDtenupted occasionally by small 
one room feop&JNo neon signs 
reach out to the potential custom- 
ers who walk purposefully down 
its streets. Browsing is not com- 
mon among those in this part of 
town, , rust of whom sport the 
traditional costumes of 'the 
Yemen; . ' ; 

Some of the most commonly 
sold goods include the wide 
Yemeni-styie leather belts, tents, 
shzsha pipes andhousehold Wares. 

Tens of small sflver-shbps oper- - 

ate brisldy there, as they have for 
decades. They are usually manned 
by one or two craftsmen who sit 
long hours ip the. shops acting as 
salesmen, buyers and artisans. 
They fashion the traditional jewel-, 
lery step by step, as they learned 
the craft. In the more prosperous 


iidi as blow torches. 

rfr ywiftf fans tmrn. overhead m 
aost {hops. Air conditioning is a 
ar ra y that few can afford. Hie 
hops are lit by one or two bare 
iangfng Hght bulbs, giving the 
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Ibrahim Ba Da wood of Bab Mecca 


work. They sit either on the floor, 
cushioned with humble mats and 
pillows, or upon low stools, bent 
over their work with their legs 
tucked under them. - 

Friends of the artisans pass by 
the shops every few minutes. 

Some shout greetings as they pass 
on theft way. Other stop for a chat, 
shaking everyone's hands as they 
enter, stepping over the pots and 
bowls and tools scattered on the 
floor about the craftsmen. They sit 
among the workers who continue 
hammering and bending while 
engaged in lively conversation. 

- - Should a dealer enter a shop, 
wishing to trade or seD a piece, one 
of the artisans makes him wel- 
come. Perhaps he win send a 
young boy down the dusty street 
to the nearest cafe to bring a pot of 
heavily sweetened tea on a silver 
tray with dear glass demitasse 
cups. The transaction and bargain- 
ing is done quickly in bushed voi- 
ces. Whether a trade or a sale is 
concluded, all parties usually 
leave on good terms, saluting each 
other politely. 

The shop of Muhammad 
Ahmad Shayba of Bab Shareef 
specializes in fashioning belts 
(Ahrimah)) and the bib-like neck- 
laces that resemble chain mail, 
(Shaftiyyat). The walls of his shop 
are decorated with numerous 
samples of these pieces. Hie has 
operated out of that shop for over 
10 years, dealing in these two 
items. His shop is relatively pros- 
perous, with wood paneling and 
modem tools. 

“The Bedouin order these belts 
most frequently,” explained 
Shayb&'s young assistant, who is 
originally from Pakistan. “We 
produce the belts in both silver 
and gold, but more people request 
silver.” 

Shayba sat cross-legged on the 
floor of to® shop, carefully forming 
the beads (Dttmmaq) that will 
decorate the bottom edge of the 
belts. He completed fashioning 
the beads by soldering silver loops 
to each one with a blow torch. 

The production of new silver 
pieces is lively in Bab Shareef. In 
addition to new jewellery, many 
shops have - small, moderately 
priced. selections of second hand 
jewellery. These pieces are fre- 
quently left intact in their original 
arrangements. 

In contrast with the liveliness of 
Bab Shareef, the silver sonk in 
Bab Mecca has all but disap- 
peared. . The lofty lattice- 
windowed bufldmgs of the Turk- 
ish Quarter no longer loom over a 


busy souk once bursting with the 
tinkering sounds of silver craft- 
smen. 

Those sounds have been ' 
replaced by the voices of hundreds , 
of customers passing from shop to ; 
shop asking prices of gold. 
Another sound that predominates 
in the area is the drone of the air 
conditioners. At night the sur- 
rounding buildings seem to glitter 
with a yellow glow from the small 
crowded street 

Amid the booming gfittered 
gold market lie the re mna nts of 
the once exclusively silver souk. 
Three shops, dimly lit by bluish 
flourescent light, huddle together 
on the dark western edge of the 
gold market One otter silver 
shop sits in the middle of the gold 
shops — the last surviving rep- 
resentative of the now displaced 
craft. 

Those who shop in the gold 
souk are predominantly middle 
class Saudis who now have ample 
wealth to invest in large amounts 
of gold jewellery. Armfuls of 
21-carat bracelets are seen there 
on lady customers as they try on 
more bracelets to add to their 
already ample collections. 

Rural folk and foreigners 
browse at Bab Mecca’s silver 
shops. Customers are frequent, 
but few in comparison wife the 
gold market up the street. 

“ It is predominantly foreigners 
who like these old pieces, ” 
Ibrahim Ba Dawood pointed out 
Ba Da wood’s silver shop is the 
only one maintaining a relative 
amount of prosperity. “ I sell fee 
new jewellery (again belts and 
necklaces) to rural people. My 
business is prosperous. ” 

When asked if his children 
would follow his example by deal- 
ing in silver, he seemed quite cer- 
tain they would. Yet his sons are 
stxD too young to take part in the 
business. ' 

Ba Dawood is fee only mer- 
chant considering re mainin g in 
Bab Mecca for silver trade. The 
others are not optimistic about the 
market in that area. 

At another silver shop in Bab 
Mecca, two old men mused that 
their shop will be closed when fee 
owner retires. The owner slowly 
stood up from his seat and pointed 
up fee street toward the bustling 
gold market “ My son prospers in 
his gold shop. I am an old man. I 
Cannot changa over to fteaKng jjj 
gold- Besides, I have worked in 
silver all my life. I learned this art 
from my fetter. For 30 years I 
have run this shop. ” 


A1 souk heliga : a junk souk

7 JEDDAH — When one sayv “Al souk 
eiiga,” Arabic speakers immediately envision 
oats and sheep and piles of junk. Western foreig- 
ers produce blank stares. Only fee initiated few 
now of the bargains to be had at one of this city s 
lore imaginative market comers. • 

The souk heliga, or fee junk souk as it wrefer- 
sd to in English, is exactly feat — junk. Folded 
carpets,' old dothes in piles, tarnished 1 brass 
afoovars and kettles, taphazardly ^arranged pots 
ndpansiultfeat fc old, 

®ds fe way fo this souk in the heart of the city. 

; The souk itself is a great open aquae . The 
shops” for fee most part are claimed plots of land

cool shops that, although inviting, do not seem to 
have the same good prices as the sellers in fee open 
square. 

Few western foreigners make their way to the 
souk heliga, which has fee effect of keeping prices 
down. Bargaining is brisk, and all of it is in Arabic. 
The final prices arc good, but it is still very neces- 
sary to bargain. 

It is a souk requiring a buyer’s imagination. 
What is seen is not what is actually there. The better 
buys have to be imagined for their beauty beneath 
the dust .and dirt. 

' A1 souk heliga is found from the north by tak- 
ing fee first right before the Jeddah water tower. 
Continue straight until arriving at a large divided 
road, then turn left Continue on for balf a kilome- 
ter and take another left. This is fee first real street 
(as opposed to alley), and the goats and sheep will 
appear on the left. The souk heliga is on the right. 
Best time to go is about 4:30 p.m., when all the 
shops — and customers — are out. 


The gold shops are ran by 
energetic young men in immacu- 
late thobes. They assist their cus- 
tomers cheerfully, while darting 
back and forth from their cal- 
culators to their electronic scales, 
where each piece must be weighed 
for its price. 

The remaining silver shops are 
maintained by old, modest mer- 
chants who wear the costume of 
fee Yemen and the HadramauL 

The merchants sh huddled in con- 
versation wife an equally ancient 
crony or two. They slowly answer 
questions of customers, some- 
times merely stating fee price of a 
certain piece without looking up 
or offering a greeting. 

The decor of the gold shops fol- 
lows a certain style that usually 
includes wood paneling, glass wall 
and free standing display cases, 
glass doors and large mirrors. The 
effect of the large amounts of 
glass, mirrors and gold is fascinat- 
ing when the wind from the aft 
conditioners makes the delicate 
gold pieces wave, causing 
thousands of tiny reflections to 
shoot about the store. 

The silver shops retain their 
modest look, wife bare light bulbs 
and one or two dusty display cases 
holding silver treasures piled on 
the glass shelves in disorder. Small 


mirrors are available in each store, 
although some do have a modest 
hanging mirror. 

One silver shop in Bab Mecca i$ 
now entirely surrounded by gold 
dealers. Abdullah Muhammad 
al-Imari has been in that store for 
35 years. " Business used to be 
very good. Now, look around. 
People want to buy gold. They 
have more money now. We will 
switch over to gold next year, God 
willing We will have air condition- 
ing and a decor similar to these 
other shops. ” 

His grandson spoke up, “ Gold 
jewellery is easier to produce, 
since one uses machines. Silver is 
made by hand. It’s very slow and 
tiring to make silver jeweileiy. ” 

Three men interrupted as they 
entered the shop. One of them 
knelt down to speak with Al- 
lman, who was seated on a low 
stooL He unfolded a brown cloth 
to reveal two beautiful newly 
fashioned silver ankle bracelets. 
Al-Imari bargained carefully for 
them. Both be and the seller were 
pleased wife the final price. Al- 
Imari then set them carefully in his 
display case. 

About every minute someone 
would pause at his display case 
and inquire about the price of a 
certain hem. They seemed like 
careful shoppers. Perhaps they 



were pondering whether to buy 
gold or to get a better bargain wife 
sflver. 

Despite the near disappearance 
of the sflver trade from Bab 
Mecca, a silver market continues 
to thrive in Jeddah, at Bab 
Shareef. The survival of the mar- 
ket depends on the continued 
demand for silver. Those who will 
insure the survival of the craft are 
rural folk and others of moderate 
means who cannot afford gold, 
foreign pilgrims who trade or buy 
silver, and other, predominantly 
western, visitors who seek out 


Shaftiyyat and Ahzhnah 

traditional jewellery antiques. 

Ba Dawood explained his per- 
sonal optimism about the future 
demand for sflver in Jeddah. 

“ During the Hajj, the entire 
souk does its best business. Qoth, 
spices, gold, silver, all sell quickly. 
Many pilgrims bring fine tradi- 
tional silver jewelery pieces from 
home to sell. Otters buy our silver 
goods as the silver markets in their 

home countries are prosperous, 
too. I win continue to deal in silver 
because it wfll always be in 
demand.” 

Although prosperity has dis- 


placed the silver souk at Bab 
Mecca, ft has not defeated the 
traditional craft. Its relocation in 
the quiet streets of Bab Shareef 
proves that the demand still exists 
for silver, and that a large number 
of silver merchants are willing to 
wager that the market win con- 
tinue to exist for many years to 
come. This shift in location of the 
market also illustrates a 
phenomenon in the souk that is 
found in every trade — the shifting 
of markets according to fee lots of 
fee merchants, craftsmen and cus- 
tomers.

' The Board of Directors of your Company welcomes you to the 
first Annual Meeting of the general assembly of SIBC. 

The Company has concluded its first full year of operation and I take 
this opportunity to express on your behalf, our deep appreciation and 
sincere gratitude to the Government of the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia 
headed by His Majesty the King and His Royal Highness the Crown 
Prince for their wise policy which has demonstrated that their con- 
stant target is the welfare, interest and stability of our Country. I also 
wish to extend our thanks to His Excellency the Minister of Finance 
and National Economy and His Excellency the Governor of S AMA 
as well as their assistants for the fruitful and constructive cooperation 
they have provided to our Company. 

Dear Shareholders : • 

The Board of Directors has the honour of submitting to you its first 
Annual Report including the Balance Sheet as of December 3 1 , 1 97 8 
and the profit and Loss. Statement for the period April 3, 1977 to 
December 31, 1978. 

In order to insure the future expansion of SIBC the following major 
steps were taken during 1978 : 

1 id extend the Company' s services and expand its activities in 
the Kingdom two additional branches were opened. Jeddah Branch 
in the Western Region started on 24 Jumad Awal 1398H (May 1st 
1 078) and Alkhobar Branch in the Eastern Region began operations 
on 19th Shaaban 1398 (July 24 1978). These two branches have 
alreadi generated earnings of more than four million Riyals. 


2 — The Company increased its capital from 30 Million to 90 
Million Riyals effective January 1, 1979. 

The increase has been paid-up in full. The additional shares 
were alloted to shareholders with absolute fairness in view of the 
substantial oversubscription. This was a further indication of your 
confidence in the Company. 


3 — The Company has purchased three thousand two hundred fifty 
square meters of land to construct a modern office building which will 
be the location of our new Headquarters and Riyadh Branch Office. 
This will enable the Company to develop more business and to match 
the expanding development and progress in the Kingdom. 

Financial Hi ghligh ts : 

The Balance Sheet reflects the Company’s increased activities 
during this period. The significant growth is shown in the level of total 
assets which reached 1,283,848,000 Riyals. In addition, memoranda 
accounts of customers liability under guarantees and documentary 
letters of credit totalled 237,714,000 Riyals. 

1. Cash and Due from Banks 

The total Cash and Deposits with SAMA and other local 
and correspondent banks as of the close of the financial 
year, including commission bearing platings, totalled 

410.982.000 Riyals. When considering investments in 
securities which amounted to 161,792,000 Riyals, the 
total is 573,774,000 Riyal$. This provides substantial 
liquidity (about 56% ) and : reflects that a conservative 
policy has been followed. 

2 , Loans 

Total loans outstanding as of December 31, 1978 amounted to 

661.573.000 Riyals net after deducting a reserve of 1% Loans 
were granted to over 130 different local companies and enter- 
prises. The average loan commitment was approximately 
6,000,000 Riyals. 


3 . Investment in Local and Foragn Securities 

Investment portfolio holdings in marketable securities are 
generally held until maturity and are therefore carried at cost. 
Gains and losses realized on sales of investment securities 
represent the defference between net adjusted value (for 
amortization of premium and accretion of discount) and the 
actual sale value. Holdings of investment securities totalled 

161,792,000 Riyals at December 31, 1978. Attention was paid 
to high yield prime bonds. The Company has acquired some 
stocks of local companies as well. 


4. Premises 

Real Estate and other fixed assets amounted to 15,229,000 
Riyals. of this amount 6,825,000 Riyals represents the value of 
land purchased. Most of the balance pertains to the cost of 
opening the two branches in Jeddah and Al- Khobar during 
1978. 

5. Liabilities and Shareholder’s Equity 


Deposits: 

As of December 31, 1978 customer deposits reached almost 
one billion Riyals. This demonstrates the confidence eat 
depositore consisting of individuals, companies, organizations 
and other entities have shown in your Corporation. There are 
over 150 depositors with an ‘ average deposit of approximately 
seven million Riyals. In addition, commission bearing bank 
deposits amounted to 202,000,000 Riyals. Thus total deposits 
reached 1,202,000,000 Riyals as of year end 1978. 

6. Memorandum Accounts, Letters of Credit, Letters 
Guarantee and Forward foreign Exchange Contracts : 

Total Memorandum accounts at the end of 1978 amounted to 

237,714,000 Riyals. We are very grateful to the ministry of 
Finance and National Economy who has granted permission to 


the Corporation to transact Letters of Guarantee. Various 
Government agencies have accepted our guarantees like those 
of other banks operating in the Kingdom. 

This has contributed substantially to our profitability. Letters 
of Credit opened for the account of our borrowing customer’s 
represent a significant portion of the Memorandum Accounts 
as well. 

With regard to foreign exchange activities which are reflected 
in the Memorandum Accounts, SIBC has effectively and effi- 
ciently performed in this area despite the weakness of the 
Dollar which has created instability in the money market start- 
ing in 1977 thru 1978. The Dollar devalued against the Saudi 
Rzyal and most other currencies which made it difficult to 
forecast the trends of Foreign Exchange Market. Nevertheless 
we were able to manage our positions and generate approxi- 
mately three million Riyals profit from foreign exchange 
activities during this period. 

7. Income, Expenditures, and Profit & Loss Accounts : 

Net imcome for the period prior to taxes, Zakat taxa- 
tion, and reserves, amounted to 16,289,000 Riyals. 
Total Commission income for the period amounted to 

79.453.000 Riyals including 2,935,000 Riyals in foreign 
exchange earnings. During the period we paid 

19.590.000 Riyals in commissions to depositors and 
paid 14,127,000 Riyals in commissions to banks ^and 
other financial institution on deposits. Net commission 
income was therefore 45,736,000 Riyals, including fore- 
ign exchange earn The operating expenses for the period 
were 29,447,000 Riyals. 60% of operating expenses 
amounting to 17,419,000 Riyals was for employees 
salaries and benefits. This includes the Board of Direc- 
tors fees and transportation expenses to attend Board 
meetings of 898,981 Riyals. Net profit before the provi- 
sion for the Loan Loss Reserve was therefore 

1 6.289.000 Riyals. The Board of Directors has decided 
to allocate to and Internal Reserve a sum equal to 1% of*

Total number of personnel as of December 31, 1978 was 154. 

The Company has sent a number of Saudis for training abroad 
for a period ranging from three to six months to acquaint them 
with banking business. In addition, the Company has hired 
eight other Saudis as management trainees. It is intended to 
send them for further training during 1979. This indicates that 
SIBC is following an aggressive policy to enhance staff 
abilities, and to develop their efficiency to prepare them to 
assume positions of senior responsibilities. "

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U.S. trade deficit figures 
down sharply for March 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (Agencies) The 

U5. trade deficit with the rest of the world nar- 
rowed sharply last month to just ofver$821 million, 
compared to the $13 billion recorded in February, 
the government reported Friday, 

It was the most favorable trade figure sinty. 
May, 1977, according to Commerce Department 
statistics. 

Exports in March rose seven per cent to a 
record S14.4S billion, while imports were only 3.2 
per out higher at $1527 billion. 

'.Dunng the first three months of this year the 
trade deficit totalled $5.22 button, compared with 

$10.41 billion in the same 1978 period. 

In March, 1978, the deficit was $2.86 billion, 
more than three times last month's figure, which 
was the best since May, 1977, when the deficit 
amounted to $723 mfilicm. 

Exports flourished in all almost all sectors, but 
the oil import bfll was higher at$3.7 billion, because 
of sbmp price increases and increased consumption . 

Experts pointed out, however, that during part of 
the month, ofl imports from Iran were frozen fol- 
lowing political upheaval there. 

Fbod exports rose to almost $3 billion in 
March, up from $2.4 billion, in February, and the 
trade surplus in maunfacUired goods soared to $807 
minion from $254 million the previous month. 

The $8213 million trade deficit in March was 
37 per cent below the $13 billion deficit in Febru- 
ary and the S3 b illion deficit in the first month of the 


The improvement occurred despite a $1 6.3 
million barrel increase in petroleum imports,- 

which totaled 254.3 million barrels in March, com- 
merce sard. But the crude oil price increases that 
occurred in the wake on the Iranian production 
shutdown earlier this year were reflected' in higher 
oil import value. The value of the March imports at 
$3-7. billion was a 13 per cent increase over the 
previous month. 

The rise in both quantity and price of imported 
petroleum products followed a sharp decline in 
February, due to the unavailability of Iranian crude. 

Commerce Department analyst Adren Cooper 
credited the improved trade balance with big 
increases in exports all along the line.” He pointed 
out that most major sectors showed increases. 

Cooper termed the overall 7 per cent increase 
in exports in March “not unprecedented, but ifs 
quite large.” 

Exports in the first quarter totaled $4 1 .21 bil- 
lion, up 33 per cent from the first quarter of 1 978 
commerce figures showed. That would work out to 
an annual rate of $164.4 billion, about 14 per cent 
ahead of 1978. 

Imports for the first quarter of this year totaled 
$463 billion, a 12 per cent rose over the first quar- 
ter of last year. The commerce report said that 
represented an annual rate of $185.2 billion, up 
about 8 per cent over last year.

“ Government is attempting to 
fine tune the economy, to reduce 
its rate of upward progress with- 
out allowing It to decline. Fallible 
human beings working with

One immediate hurdle facing 
the market, in the meantime, is 
what investment advisor Yale 
Hirsch of Old Tappan, N J., calls 
“ the May- June disaster area. ’* 

The name refers to die fact that, 
whether by concidence or not, the 
market since the mid-1960s has 
run into trouble almost every year 
sometime in May or June. Hirsch 
calculated that since 1965, the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average has 
average a 2.2 per cent decline in 
May and a 1.0 per cent loss in 
June. 

“ Not once in the 10 years bet- 
ween 1965 and 1974 was the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average able to 
chalk up a net gain between May 1 
and June 30, " Hirsch pointed out 
in his “ Stock Trader’s 
Almanac.”

San Francisco Bay Area 
jolted by mild earthquake 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 28 
(AP ) — An earthquake measur- 
ing 4.2 on the Richter scale jolted 
San Francisco and parts of the Bay 
Area Friday afternoon. No serious 
damage or injuries were reported. 

The tremor's epicenter was 20 
miles southwest of Berkeley, 
according to the University of 
California's Seismographic 
Laboratory. 

' Police said some telephone ser- 
vice was disrupted and traffic 
signals were out in parts of the 
city. The tremor sent cans and 
.boxes tumbling from shelves at 
some markets. 

The Bay Area Rapid Transit 
district halted all tr ains to check 
for damage, but resumed service 
within 30 minutes. 

The quake, which occurred at 
about 4:45 p.m., rattled windows 
and shook desks and the floor of 
the Associated Press bureau on 
the third floor of a Civic Center 
bighrise building. 

Across the bay in Berkeley, 
Mike Musielsid of the “Daily 
Californian” — the student news- 
paper at die University of Califor- 
nia — said, “the whole floor 
started rippling and shaking, it felt 
like a big track going by outside." 

“It was brief but it was sharp, 
like one quick sharp jok>,” said 
Yury Toropov of the Marin Citi- 


zens for Energy Planning in Mill 
Valley, north of San Francisco. 

Fifteen miles to the south, the 
“San Mateo Times” reported the 
quake was felt as *a slight bump." 

In 1906, much of San Francisco 
was wrecked by an April 18 earth- 
quake and resulting fire. That ear- 
thquake registered 7.9 on tire 
Richter scale, a measurement of 
ground movement Each increase 
of one point means a ten-fold 
increase in the strength of the tre- 
mor 


Mrs. Thatchers party now just 3 
per cent ahead of Prime Minister 
James Callaghan's Labor Party. A 
week ago the poll had her 6 per 
cent ahead, and the week before 
that, her lead was estimated at 12 
per cent 

Retreat 

It had been “a week of retreat 
for the Tories," Callaghan told 
jubilant supporters in Edinburgh, 
Saturday night. 

However, even a narrow 3-per 
cent Tory lead would push Cal- 
laghan from power if reflected in 
next Thursday’s balloting. 

Labor leaders were busy assur- 
ing everyone that the Conserva- 
tives’ lead will be further eroded in 
the next few days and that Labor 
will come from behind and return 
to the House in triumph. 

Not Worried 

But Mrs. Thatcher, dabbed the 
Iron Lady by tire Kremlin because 
of her attacks on Soviet military 
might, shrugged off the polls. She 
said “I am not worried. The poll 
that matters is the one next Thurs- 
day.” 

Powell 

Enoch Powell, who quit the 
Conservative Party to sit for the 
pro-British Unionist Party of 
Northern Irelands, Saturday 
urged voters to cast their ballots 
for only those candidates who 
pledge to pull Britain out of the 
Common Market. 

His move added a new element 
of uncertainty to the campaign as 
he has a considerable personal fol- 
lowing which crosses party tines. 

Powell made world headlines a 
few years ago when be predicted 
that racial violence would lead to 
“rivers of Wood" in Britain. 

There are.about 40 tests where 
a mere handful of votes could 
decide the seat so Powell's advice 
could influence the outcome. 
Some analysts said Powell's 
exhortation to vote Labor in the 
two elections of 1974 defeated the 
Conservatives. 

Liberals 

David Steel, leader of the Lib- 
erals, commenting on his party's 
improved showing, told a crowd of 
supporters in Scotland: “The gap 
between the two other parties is 
closing and we are moving up."

Oil tanker sinks off Brittany 


BREST, France April 28 (AP) 
— A gashed- open tanker loaded 
with 41,000 tons of crude oil sank 
off Brittany Saturday, menacing 
the same northwest French coast 
devastated last year tty the wreck 
of the American supertanker 
Amoco Cadiz in the world's worst 
oil spill disaster. 

A small flotilla of tugs and small 
cleanup boats along with at least 
one surveillance helicopter bat- 
tled 529-kilometer long oil slick 
from the wreckage of the 
Liberian-registered Gina, located 
some 115 kilometers southwest of 
this Brittany port. 

Heavy fog hampered efforts to 
determine how much crude oil had 
already spilled into the Atlantic, 
maritime authorities said. It was 
also not known if crude was still 
pouring from the sunken 28,695- 
ton tanker. 

Nonetheless, French experts 
said there was no immediate 
danger of another Amoco Cadiz- 
type “black tide” of crude oil 
mucking beaches, killing fish and 
birds and ruining the Brittany 
coast’s usually lucrative tourist 
season. 


“We are preparing for any 
eventuality but we hope we will 
not have to use our frill conting- 
ency plan," Environment Minister 
Michel IT Oman o said. 

The Gino, enroute from the 
United States to the French port 
Le Havre, sank some seven hours 
after colliding with the* empty 
Norwegian tanker Team Coaster 
in foggy, predawn darkness. 

The Rotterdam-bound, 
18,000-ton Norwegian tanker suf- 
fered bow damage but remained 
navigable. A Soviet ship rescued 
all 33 members of the Gino crew. 


The tankers were forced to jetti- 
son a total of 165 tons of fuel into 
the Atlantic. 

The collision occurred in inter- 
national waters some 115 
kilometers southwest of Brest, 
outside the jurisdiction of French 
maritime regulations which were 
tighte ned Jan. 1, 1979, as a result 
of the Amoco r*jdir disaster. 

A 20-knot wind blowing in from 
the north encouraged French 
experts to believe the spilled fuel 
and oil would be pushed away 
from the coast toward the open 
sea 


Experts were also encour- 
aged by the fact that the crude oil 
was of a variety denser than water, 
meaning it would have a tendency 
to sink to the ocean rather than 
roll on the surface toward shore. 

Such optimism was of little com- 
fort to the, be league red residents 
of the Brittany coast, whose 
beaches, and tourism were devas- 
tated by the leakage of most of tbe 
230,000 tons of crude being car- 
ried by tbe Amoco Cadiz when it 
broke up on offshore rocks on

England’ s oldest cannon 
lodged in London Tower 


LONDON, April 28 (AP) — 
An ancient cannon, believed to be 
the oldest surviving English gun, 
was hoisted up and through a win- 
dow into the Tower of London 
Friday. 

The 1 % ton gun is known as tbe 
Boxted Bombard and dates from 
the 15th century. It fired balls 
made of granite weighing a hun- 
dredweight (112 pounds). 

“Guns like that spelt the death 
of castle fortifications,'' said a 


specialist at the Tower, which 
houses one of tbe world's finest 
collections of arms. 

The cannon was bought for 
£ 10,000 ($25,000) from Boxted 
Hall, a moated Elizabethan man- 
sion in Suffolk County, where it 
has been on the lawn, forgotten 
and unnoticed by arms historians 
since 1780. 

It was last fired some two cen- 
turies ago to entertain spectators 
at a fairground, records say.
